drills have fertilizer attachments, and a 


farmers is to drill in with the wheat 200 
pounds of superphgsphate per acre. The 
grain drills have also a grass seed sower 
attachment, so that farmers who desire 
so to do can sow timothy or other seed 
with the wheat. 

The quantity of seed sown per acre 
varies in different localities from four to 
i ks. At the Indiana station, where 
ments to ascertain the most desir- 
ate of seeding have been conducted 
for six years, the evidence steadily ac- 
cumulates in favor of thick seeding. 
For rates higher than six pecks the in- 
trease in yield is slight, but enough to 
justify the extra amount of seed re- 
quired. The regular rate at the station 
for the field crop is six pecks, and in 
several instances a thicker stand would 
have given a greater yield. 

It must be added, however, that five 
pecks would be a good general rule. 

At the station referred to two series of 
experiments were begun in 1880 to de- 
termine the effect of grass on the yields 
of grain crops in rotation involving both. 
Wheat, oats and corn were rotated in 
each series. The presence of grass and 
clover in one rotation, and their absence 
from the other constituted the essential 
difference between the two series. The 
results showed the superiority of rota- 
tion of crops over constant grain grow- 
ing and emphasized the importance of 
growing grass and clover in connection 
with other crops. 

Among practical suggestions based 
upon the results of experience at this sta- 
tion, and made in a -ecent bulletin, were 
included the follov ing:

Milk is the keynote of the de 
until the point of over production has 
been reached, and the question, how are 
we to remunerate ourselves for outlay 
and time? is pressing for an immediate 
answer. That a good grade cow is a 
most valuable animal and a grade bull is 
a pestiferous beast, all skilled in the art 
of breeding have long since recognized. 
Why, then, are grades to be bred? Amer- 
ican Agriculturist replies as follows: 

The first and most cogent reason is 
that many native cows are good milkers 
which, if judiciously crossed with any of 
the fashionable dairy families, will most 

robably produce better than themselves. 
Phat is, their heifer calves will surpass 
the dams. The bull calves must be con- 
verted into veal if half bred of the 
smaller races, such as the Channel Island 
and black nosed Ayrshire or the Devons. 
The Devons are most intelligent, as also 
are the Herefords, and when clan bred 
or nearly s0, make the very best oxen. 
The native cow crossed with beef pro- 
ducing lines will, on a second cross, be 
most valuable when a farmer can raise 
sufficient keep to bring the steers to 
maturity, and the heifers will always re- 
pay the cost of maintenance, although 
not so ready of sale as would be the 
heifers from a cross with the favorite 
dairy families. There isa market which 
is not known of, and which offers pleas- 
ing prospects for those who will cater to 
it. In suburban towns families would 
gladly own their cow if a thrifty animal 
could be bought at reasonable rates. 
Now the owner of a family cow must

Select a hardy prolific wheat adapted 
to your soil and stick to it, Give it good 
treatment and it will not ‘trun out.”

Plow wheat ground early and har- 
row immediately after plowing. You 
can thus more easily and more thorough- 
ly pulverize the soil. 

If ground breaks up cloddy, use heavy

If manure or fertilizers are used mix 

thoroughly with soil in every case. Use 
only rotten manure, if any, and apply 
after plowing. Reserve fresh manure 
for the corn crop. 
_ Adopt g rotation of crops suited to 
your soil and needs. Tt will (1) increase 
your yield and improve the quality of 
your crops; (2) enable you to take better 
care of your live stock; (8) prevent seri- 
ous insect depredations and fungous dis- 
eases, 


Top Grafting. 

On the subject of top grafting, Country 
Gentleman says: 

“There are two varieties of the apple 
remarkable for their excellence in qual- 
ity, and for their small and slender 
growth. These are the Jonathan and 
Red Canada, Handsome trees may be 
made of these varieties by grafting them 
at standard height. A large number of 
grafts, evenly inserted in diferent parts, 
will form a good head in a few years, 
If the trees to be thus worked over are 
quite large, more grafts should be in- 
serted to give a larger head than ona 
young tree. In such cases it is well to 
take two years for the operation, graft- 
ing the middle and upper portions the 
first year and the remainder the next, 
s0 as toayvoid too great a check in the 
growth of the tree. The change may be 
made by budding instead of grafting, if 
thrifty young shoots can be found near 
the central portion of the head during 
midsummer.” 


Feeding Corn Whole or Ground, 

Feeding experiments made at the 
Maine Station during two years showed 
no difference worth considering in the 
feeding value of corn, whole or ground 
to meal, when fed to pigs. One-half of 
alot of western corn was ground. Six 
pigs of uniform size, about five months 
old, were divided into two lots and were 
fed eighty-four days.

Butter Making. 

Here is a word from Hoard’s Dairy- 
ryan to those who churn all day to get 
butter and fail during the fall and win- 
ter: “Do not let the cream stand over 
forty-eight hours before skimming. Then 
do not let the cream stand over two days 
before souring. If you have a quart 
that is acid it helps to sour the rest, We 


possess an uncouth specimen without 
value, save as a milker, or spend a small 
fortune for a pedigree cow beautiful and 
pleasing on the lawn, but a constant 
care in view of the high price and the 
natural laws of danger to animal life. 
The cost to the breeder between produc- 
ing a native calf and that of producing 
a grade calf is so small that it should 
never be considered. The trifling diffi- 
culties attendant on the matter should 
not enter into account, 


Rye Sown in September. 

American Agriculturist says: Rye sown 
in September will make during the au- 
tumn enough grazing to be profitable, 
This grazing has an extra value because 
it cotkes wien other green feed is very 
searce, The rye may ve grazed sae 
the winter when not buried by snow, an 
pasturing onit may begin eayly in spring 
and continue until the last of May, when 
the ground can be broken and put in 
corn, A better crop of corn will be 
grown than if the rye had not been on 
the ground. Or the rye may be pas- 
tured until June 15, and the animals tak- 
en off, when it will set considerable 


grain. The land may then be put in tur- 
nips. Ryo used in this way makes 


enough feed to pay well for the use of 
the land, and also purifies and recuper- 
ates the ground. It can be used to espe- 
cial advantage in corners cut off by 
creeks, or otherwise so formed that cul- 
tivation is difficult. 


The Horn Fly. 


In a report from the department of 
agriculture at Washington on the horn 
fly occurs the following: The preventive 
is obviously to lime the dung in the fall 
in‘ places where the cattle preferably 
stand at night. At the present time ap- 
plications may be made to milch cows 
and valuable animals which will keep 
the flies away. The applications may be 
(1) fish oil and pine tar, with a little sul- 
phur added; (2) tobacco dust, when the 
skin is not broken; (8) tallow and asmall 
amount of carbolic acid. The latter ap- 
plication will also have a healing effect 
where sores have formed,

be done before the advent of cool, frosty 


| weather, in order that gome root growth can 


ba made before winter. As generally mau 
aged, the work is deferred to the latest | 
poesible moment, and then the plants ae 
kept in a hall-way or on the porch until the 
snows of early November alarm the owner, | 
and they are taken in. Lhis treatment gives | 
little or no opportunity for the plants to | 
make any progress in their new position. 
The cold nights and occasional cold days 
keep the temperature of the soil in the pots 
much lower than it should be. Newly 
potted plants require to be kept, for at least 
two weeks after pot in a room where 
the the temperature is above 55°. How to | 
get a geranium with roots sixteen inches 
long into an eight or nine-inch pot is often | 
a puzzle to the amateur, but is easy when 
one learns how. First put in an inch of 
b-oken crocks for drainage and then cover 
witha little coarse earth, Take the piant 
in the right hand with roots hanging down, 
insert the roots in the pot so the enda of 
most of the longest ones rest on the earth, 
give the plant a twist, lowering it a little at 
the same time, shake in some fine soil with 
tre left hand, and repeat the operation until 
tie roots are all in. The turning of the 
plant distributes the roots and ‘‘takes up the 
slack” or surplus length. After a few trials 
the experimenter will be able to do it nicely 
without cramming or crowding the roots. 
Do not keep newly potted plants tuo wet.— 
American Agriculturist for September, 


PREPARING SOIL FOR SEEDING, 

Tke depth to which the plow should be run 
depends on the character of the soil and the 
kind of crop to be grown. Wheatand beans 
require a deeper range of feeding area than 
barley. The stiffest and poorest soils gener 
ally need more working than good land. 
Another point to be kept in view is this, 
contradictory as the statement mav seem ; 
that while tillage loosens a stiff soil, it has 
the opposite effect upon a naturally light and 
porous seil. ‘This arises from the fact that 
sandy soil, by being frequently stirred, be- 
comes finer and finer in its grains or parti- 
cles, which renders its density greater and 
porosity less, ‘The harrow and clod crusher 
will have an important part to play in the 
farm operations of the next month or two, 
Anygeoughness on the surface must be thor- 
oug@#y wrought down. _It is impossible to 
cover the seed satisfactorily with the soil in 
lump masses, while much of the plant feed- 
ing ingredients are thuslocked up. The ad- 
vantages ofa fine tilth are manifold, but the 
principle of these are ; First, that it increases 
the absorbent and retentive powers of the 
soil, and, second, that it renders the inert

Pointers for Farmers. 

Tue ‘Rrpune has frequently directed the 
attention of farmers in the Bay District to 
the necessity of paying more attention to 
mixed husbandry. They have been hitherto 
too much inclinea to raise only barley and the 
result has nof been beneficial. If that grain 
fuils, the work of the season is lost. This 
year the barley is plentiful but it is generally 
dark and even though the quantity is great 
the price will be very low. There must be 
a change in the system of farming in this 
part of Ontario if agriculture is to be made 
profitable. Thousands of dollars are every 
year sent out of Deseronto and other places 
for pork which should be raised by the 
farmers of Hastings. ‘This should not be so. 
Then again we are importing grapes, plums, 
cabbage and other fruit and vegetables 
which should be furnished by farmers of 
adjacent townships. Lhe same is true of 
other things. Farmers are too conservative 
in their notions and refuse to accommodate 
themselves to the changing condition of 
things.

The ‘Woman's Industrial and Educational 
Union” is an organization formed for the 
beneiit of werkiug girls, mainly those em- 
ployed in our factories of which our city has 
alarge number. The advantages of this 
society are enjoyed mostly in the long|winter 
evenings when this class is at leisure. No 
labor is spared tor the moral and intellectuel 
improvement of those who wish to avail 
themselves of its privileges; it has a good 
library and instruction is given gratuituusly 
in penmanship and other branches that may 
be prescribed, Readings, musicales, lestures, 
amusements of an instructive nature forms 
an important feature of the society. These 
charitable efforts have been highly appreciat- 
ed by those it was designed to benetit. 

Then we have the Woman’s Employment

‘This society meets 
we ay duving the winter months and 
furnishes supplies of food and clothing to the 
extremely destitute ; this society distributes 
sscond hand garments, ‘hen tor the pur 
pose of rairing the standard of morals there 
arein our city various societies which meet 
weekly and are quite a tax on the time and 
attention of the ladies, Among these are 
the “Womans Temperance Socicty” which 
epjoys a vigorous activity, Ithas the honor 
this year of having the State Temperance 
Convention held here when is expected a 
representation of four or five hundred women 
from the different portions of New York 
state, aud then there is the Non-Partisan So- 
ciety for political education; the female Bible 
society to suppy bibles to families ; the 
Christian Alliance, this work though super- 
vesed by men is entrusted to the women ofa 
monthly house to house visiting to ascertain 
the spiritual necessities ae each family and 
induce as far as possible church attendance. 
And then there is our ‘City Hospital” which 
was established by a bequest of the lute 
James Seymour, its maintenance being un- 
provided for, So our ladies have assumed 
in a large measure this portion of the work 
which has taxed their energies mora to meet 
its necessities than any of the institutions 
orgunized by themeelves, the management of 
this excellent charity mainly devolving on 
the women. Our ohurches beside furnish 
ample cl a‘italle work for their female mom- 
bers all having societies for this object. To 
epumerate all their duties would be an end- 


less task Industrial schools have been 
estublished in some of our churches and 
regarded as an extremely useful work 


instructing poor children (whose mothers 
are too much occupied to do it themselves) 
how to sew and to make and keep in repair 
their own garments. The Romanists have 
quite a fine institution for children conducted 
by their order of sisters about which I can- 
not give any definite information. 

When it is borne in mind that Auburn is 
not a large city numbering less than thirty 
thousand inhubitants, I think the Editor of 
the Tnipune and the readers will admit that 
this is a pretty creditable exhibition of what 
has been accomplished in our city for the 
public good through the exertions and in 
fluence of her woman.
